111 IVew York 

New York — Betting in Madison 
Square Garden on a basketball 
game is still ea.sy to do, according 
to an article published yesterday 
in 'The Commerce Bulletin," under- 
graduate newspaper of New York 
University's School of Commerce 
and Accmtnts. 

The article reported that the 
newspaper "tested" the Garden's

"Trade unions are spontaneous 
orxanlzations of the workers that 
utiginate out of the struggles of 

these people." said Mr. Gurkin in 
an address to the L.P.P. Club yes. 
lerday. Mr. Gurkin, past field or 
ganizer for the Canadian Sea^ 
men's , Union, spoke on "Commun- 
l.«ts in Trade Unions." 

Speaking on the re:cnt publicity 
of Communist infiltration in trade 
union!!, Mr. Gurkin stated that 
th(:re has .never been any Infiltra- 
tion because communism arises out 
of the unions. Mr. Gurkin added 
thht union leaders become- Com 
ni'jnlsts because they have con^ 
tinually fcen capitalists who have 
the backing of the army, provin- 
cial police, and the R.C.M.P. sup- 
presslne and fighting the workers. 

Mr.,Gurkin said that the'solutlon 
to this problem was that the Gov- 
ernment- must -be' put out and a 
Socialist regime set up in which 
there are no exploiting Individuals 
and where the workers share In 
the profits. ■ 

Commenting on the present situa- 
tion In the U.SA., Mr. Gurkin said 
that local bosses and corporations 
are dominating the workers be- 
cause while U.S. business Is driv- 
ing the country to war they must 
ha -/c the bacitlng of the workers.
